It took a sentimental'American jury 


nineteen hours to justify a verdict ac- 
quitting- Doheny and Fall of conspiracy 
charges. It was what was generally cx- 
pected. not that they were not guilty or 
that they were not proved guilty beyond 
a reasonable doubt, but that we are living 
in a day when persons charged with crime 
have all the best of it in the sympathies 
of juries. It is not only necessary to prove 
murder, but to show that the murderer is 
devoid of all claims to human compas- 
sion. "We are for the criminal rather than 
for the law. This being the standard of 
American justice today, Doheny and Fall 
were entitled to their freedom. There was 
plenty in the story of Mr. Doheny and in 
the argument of defense counsel to cx- 
cite tears and tender emotions. The jury, 
all but one or two with more horse sense 
than feeling, ate up the sob stuff. It would 
probably have ignored a written memo- 
randum between Fall and Doheny ex- 
plicitly engaging in a conspiracy.

Oulagamie 
county and opened up Highway 15 from 
the county line to Kaukauna. 
Any one 


can guess whether persons living on that 
highway will do their shopping in Green 
Bay or in Appleton.

MOTHER NEVER TOLD HER 


Recently I have liad an extraordinary number of 


letters 
from 
girls askinr for information which 


girls should have, and in a great many of these 
letters mother comes in for a pretty severe indict- 
ment. It seems that mother has fallen down badly 
on the job. Mother has coldly evaded the confi- 
dences her young daughter would have with her. 
Mother has hinted, or scolded, or threatened vague 
perils but has not explained anything clearly and 
frankly. One young miss who confesses to "14 sum- 
mers and three winters1' goes into her sad if not 
very dreadful history in detail, and suddenly ex- 
claims: "Confide -in mother? Never!" 


Now that isn't the right spirit at all. It is all 


wrong, deplorably wrong, that girls should feel 
more at ease in confiding in some one else, anyone 
else, than in mother. Just who maV be to blame 
for this state of affairs is a debatable question, but 
from the attitude and revelations of many of these 
girls, representative of their age group, I take it. 
it is fairly certain that mother is suffering these 
days from shock and from heartache, too. That's 
what makes her hint and scold and threaten dire 
perils. Poor mother is a bit dazed by sonic of her 
children's confidences. 


I am glad to- note that a large share of the girls 


who write to me for sex information refer to mother 
is a "great pal." A great pal — but still mother has 
seemed to discourage any questions or inquiries, and 
so daughter has arrived at the age of 15, 1". 19 or 
21 still "very green" and therefore often "embar- 
rassed" when more sophisticated girls of her own 
age say anything which the poor kid construes as 
a jibe at her isrnorancc. 


There is some ground for this widespread feeling 


among girls in their 'teens that mother has sjde- 
stepped the duty. That is a pretty general habit. 
still. Only here and there is a mother prepared and 
equipped to -take the child to her breast and an- 
swer the first curious questions in a fine and hon- 
est way. This is no small task .We must not hold 
t against mother if she is a little dilatory, a little 
oath to tell daughter everything, at the first com- 
munion. Enough if she makes a start on the won- 
derful story of life and lets daughter know that 
:here is one confidcnte who will, at least, never lie 
n answering daughter's questions. It is a difficult 
task, so very difficult that many well meaning mo- 
thers do unquestionably fall down badly on it. I 
have some idea of the difficulties . even a doctor 
"inds in giving such information or instruction to 
girls he will probably never know; for mother the 
job must be infinitely harder. 


Once more I would direct the attention of mothers 


:o the excellent pamphlet, "The "Wonderful Story 
of Life," issued by the public health service bureau 
of the treasury 
department, Washington. 
This 


gives an excellent outline of the way in which a 
mrent may answer child questions honestly from 
;he very first. And for the instruction of older 
children, a 
book entitled "The Parent's Guide," 


published by J. L. Nichols company, Naperville, 
[11.. will help any mother in the enlightenment of 
icr young daughter or any father in the. enlighten- 
ment of his son. 


To our great ^shame it is impossible to write 


openly and frankly about this subject in a news- 
paper. although the very people who would pro- 
test such publicity never protest the publication of 
things which would be unmentionable in any home.

the law have amazing array of new 
weapons, as well as many safety de- 
vices for their own protection. Xowa- 
lays at the annualxconvontion of the 
police chiefs of the'Unitecl States one 
of the big features is the exhibitions 
of this offensive and defensive equip- 
ment, and the old patrolman who 
fought all his battles with his trusty 
ocust night stick finds himself and 
his methods 
hopelessly 
antiquat- 


ed. 


Xot even the night stick is vlial 


it used to be. It looks the same, and it 
can be used as a billy to beat a crim- 
inal into submission, but it has a dis- 
tinctively new feature in the form of 
a litt'e button atxone end. AVhen that 
nitton is pressed the 
night 
stick 


shoots a spray of tear gas that is 
sufficient to put half a dozen men 
out of action at a distance of fifteen 
to twenty feet. 


In fact, a great many of the new 


devices for police officers use gas of 
one kind or another in various ways.

They do not want 
anything lighter than that, for it is 
important that their shots have a 
maximum of stopping 
power. 
For 


this purpose one of the arms compan- 
ies is, turning out a new type of am- 
munition for the police, a 200-grain 
lead bullet that has no jacket. Its ef- 
fect, is almost that of the durii-dum 
bullet. 


The steel and copper-jacketed bul- 


lets are recogniztd as more^ humane, 
but they do not always put flicir 
object down and out instantly and 
there havo been many many instances 
of the loss of officers' lives because 
a bad man had enough life left in 
him to do a bit of shooting after he 
himself had received a fatal wound. 
This new bullet makes a neat little 
hole as it enters, but where it comes 
out it makes one of two or three inch- 
es in diameter, and it does a lot of 
disastrous things while it- is penetrat- 
ing a man's ii.nards. 


Another innovation for tho police 


is not a weapon, but a method of 
wearing and handling aij extra revol- 
ver. An expert recommends that every 
officer wear an extra gun in a scab- 
bard 
on his 
left 
hip, with the 


butt forward, so that he can draw it 
with his left hand — when his right 
is otherwise engaged or has been dis- 
abled — flip it up and fire it upside 
down. A little practice, it is said, 
makes for a. deal of accuracy in this 
way of handling a revolver, and may 
prove to be a life-savor. 


Police are interested, it goes with- 


out saying, in new weapons and new 
ideas for fighting'tho modern criminal, 
for tho latter is in nine cases out of 
ten a killer. Criminals of a. genera- 
tion ago were not 
give into using 


guns except when they were in tho 
most d'c.spcrate of situations, for they 
preferred a prison term to the gallows 
or the electric chair. To-day 
their 


ranks have been recruited with youths 
who full of liquor or dope, look upon 
a killing as a mere incident. They go 
in primarily for automatics, but in 
many instances 
they use machine 


gun.s. J,iqiior wars, 
in particular, 


have developed ^the use of

Armored cars and motor cycles and 


bullet-proof, vests arc also essential: 
of the up-to-date equipment of police- 
men. 


Then, too. the police arc interested 


in various devices that arc used in 
directing or controlling traffic: Auto- 
motive lights of which there are a 
dozen varieties, metal markers to be 
driven into the pavement that will 
last for years: new paints for traffic 
signs on pavements that will survive 
weeks of heavy travel before it is 
necessary to repaint them; whistles, 
sirens, and what not.

N my mail today came an adver- 
tisement from a guild in Xcw York 
urging me to buy a "living Christ- 


mas tree." 


The idea, it would appear, instead of 


being a commercial enterprise, con- 
ceived for gain, is to do away with the 
annual slaughter 
of conifers at the 


Yuletide season and to send to cus- 
tomers trees with roots in tubs, that 
continue to grow. 


Few of us concern ourselves \\ith 


long distance disaster. If pine forestj, 
are being devastated and there is dan- 
ger ot the wood supply running out, 
we should worry! We're like the man 
who taid, when he heard that the Ger- 
man army was within twenty miles of 
Paris and the death toll for two days, 
numbered hundreds of thousands. "To 
the dickens with the war! I lost my 
best laying hen last night." 


In the old days we could get enough 


wood to repair the back porch for fif- 
teen dollars. Now it takes a hundred 
for the same amount. We have never 
learned forest conservation, like the 
Europeans ,and not the least of the list 
of numerous causese of waste is the 
Christmas tree. 


We always 
have been guilty of a 


Christmas tree in our family. We fell 
with the rest. It just wasn't Christmas 
without a tree. Each year I said apol- 
ogetically to myself, "Oh, well! It's cut 
anyway and somebody will buy it." 
And I'd have said it this year if the 
opportunity to buy a live tree that will 
grow outdoors later hadn't turned up. 


But I always felt guilty and tried 


to prop it up in the yard afterwards 
and pretend it was growing. I even 
tied pieces of suet on it for the birds 
—to extend its period of usefulness. 


It seems tliat in 'the great north- 


west they can cut down a pine forest 
and in thirty years it will be fully re- 
placed, if the lumberjacks leave one or 
two pine trees standing to the acre. 


I hope our state Forestry Commis- 


sioners are looking after 
this. The 


population is increasing. Will the chil- 
dren of tho year 2000 have Christmas 
trees? Or will they have to look over 
their books at illustrations of old cus- 
toms? "The Old Fashioned Christmas 
and the Ancient Pine Tree." 


It is difficult to make up our minds 


to disappoint the children. The idea of 
the living Christmas tree struck me as 
an excellent way out.

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BIRDS TO FIND FOOD 


ALONG RAILWAY TRACKS 


Madison—CxP)—Thousands of" birds 


will haunt Wisconsin railroad tracks 
this winter to find food thrown from 
the rear coaches of trains by state 
game wardens. 


Colonel E!mer S. Hall, commissioner 


of conservation has made plans to fur- 
nish grain to wardens in various parts 
of the state, who will ride cabooses 
and passenger trains, distributing the 
grain as they go. 


"Birds of all kinds," he said, "are 


kept alive by means of food they find 
along railroad tracks. 
Grain trains 


and cars filled with other foodstuffs 
inevitably spill their contents on the 
track as they travel through the state. 


"This has brought birds by the 


thousands to the tracks to forage and 
we have found that the surest way to 


reach them with food is to distribute 
it on tho tracks. 


"Usually the snow is packed and 


firm especially alone the rails where 
special scrapers remove the snow to 
prevent its packing under the flanges 
of carwheels. After a heavy snow- 
fall, when hills and valleys are cov- 
cred. the first train to go over a track 
will clear away the snow and give the 
birds a chance to hunt a living. 


"We double our efforts to feed the 


birds when the snow becomes crusted, 
for then they are unable to pick and 
scratch through the snow in search 
of food on the ground."

Babson More Optimistic 


On Bonds Than On Stocks 


Babson Park, Ma*s.,—Many people 


are debating as to whether orvnot to 
make their bond purchases as usual 
at the first of next year. Bonds have 
gone up so much the past six years 
that many investors arc hesitating in 
their purchases. When Mr. Babson 
was today interviewed on this sub- 
ject his reply was as follows: 


RECENT BOND PRICES 


"Bonds saw their highest prices at 


:he beginning of the present century 
and the decline was almost constant 
down to the middle of 1920 when the 
average 
of 
twenty 
active 
bonds 


stood at a figure showing** a yield of 
6.7 per cent. 
From the middle of 


1920 to October. 1922 there was an 
abrupt rise in prices which,brought 
down the yield of this grout) to less 
than 5 per cent. This rapid rise was 
followed by a price decline in 1923 
bringing the yield up to about j'/l- per 
cent. 
Since then there has been a. 


slow but constant increase so that to- 
day this same 
group jields 
about 


•4.60 per cent. This' means that the 
same bonds which could have been 
bought on a 6.70 per cent basis in 
1920 could now be sold on a 4.60 per 
cent barfs. This is equivalent to an 
average increase in price of between 
15 and 20 points and an average do-- 
cline in yield of 2.1 per cent 2.10 
per cent off of 6.70 per cent is equiv- 
alent in reduction of yield to about 
30 per cent. 


"it is always dangerous to figure 


on prices comparisons. Prices are al- 
ways relative and what I have al- 
ready stated does not indicate cither 
a decline or further increase in prices. 
The only safe method is to compare 
bond prices with business conditions 
by plotting bond prices on a chart 
showing business conditions. There 
is a 
distinct relationship between 


these two. Bond prices generally de- 
cline during a period of great pros- 
perity when money becomes tighter, 
and bond prices advance during 
a 


period of depression when money be- 
comes easier. 


One thing in favor of bond prices 


at the present time is that the recent 
advance has been, slow and steady. 
The opinion of the best banker seems 
to be that bond prices will remain 
steady through 
1927 unless 
some 


catastrophe takes place. 


COMMODITY PRICES 


"Commodity prices/ are a, great fac- 


tor in determining interest rates and 
hence in determining bond prices. The 
great decline in bonds extending from 
1900 to 1920 was accompanied by an 
almost constant rise in commodity 
prices -during the same period. To- 
day many economists believe that the 
world is in a period of declining com- 
modity prices which may continue for 
20 years, more 
or less. 
If so, 
it 


would "be only natural for interest 
rates to continue low and bonds to 
continue firm with perhaps a further 
rise in price. To refer aqain to the 
bond averages, this same group which 
now, sells to yield 4.60 per cent sold 
to yield only about -1 per cent some 
20 years ago. 
.. 
, 


"Another factor in 
favor of con- 


tinued firm bond prices is the tre- 
mendous amount, of money in 
the 


hands of institutions and corporations 
at the present time, which is being 
increased by funds being sent over 
here from abroad for investment. Al- 
though the man on the street today 
has his money in an automobile and 
the 'woman has her money on her 
back and both have very little 
in 


their pockets, yet institutions never 
had-such surpluses before. This re- 
sults in easy money rates and firm 
bond prices. How long the situation 
will continue nobody "knows: but un- 
less some catastrophe happens abroad 
I sec nothing to indicate an immedi- 
ate change. 


FINANCIAL INDIGESTION 
The 
principal 
factors in 
this 


country to fear are that too many 
bond issues will be put out in this 
country and that something may hap- 
pen which will tend to upset prohi- 
bition. Tho first fear tends to cure 
itself: because when too niany bond 
issues arc put out. the demand for 
bonds naturally recedes. 


Probably the vast number of bond 


issues that have been put out »n the 
past three years has tended to keep 
the bond market from going to un- 
natural heights. Moreover, it should 
not be forgotten that a. large portion 
of these bond issues arc for refund- 
ing rather than for new .construction. 
This has tended to improve nit her 
Ihau harm the situation by relieving 
banks of commercial paper and put- 
ting corporations in a strong posi- 
tion where they cannot be caught in 
:he case of a panic. The current talk 
for greater government state 
and 


municipal economy is also tending to 
retard the issue of too many bonds 
which in turn keeps the bonds al- 
ready issued on a firm basis. 


"I am somewhat worried about the 


present attack on prohibition. AVith- 
out discussing whether or not pro- 


\ 


if we should have a depression or if 
European investors should suddenly 
withdraw from the United States the 
huge sums which they have in our 
banks ar.<l securities. 
On the oth- 


er hand, I don't believe that this is 
sufficient reason, for not purchasing 
bonds today. Surely. I -had 'rather 
buy bonds today than stocks. 


"General business continues to run 


along the same ruts. 
Taking the 


country as a whole, business is still 
very good. Business in certain states 
like Iowa and Florida is dull; but the 
Northeast is looking better than a 
year ago, while the Southwestvis very 
promising. 
The Northwest seems to 


be coming baclC The Babsonchart 
still stands around ,14 per cent above 
normal, which is more, to be thank- 
ful for. T,hc Christmas trade is aver- 
aging well. 
All of this prosperous 


condition tends for fairly steady bond 
prices without any radical movement 
upward 
or 
downward. 
Therefore, 


those having liquid funds for the 
purchase of stocks during the next 
panic will continue to hold these 
funds liquid. Those, however, who 
plan to invest their money in bonds 
are justified in buying at .he pres- 
ent time rather than losing interest 
income by waiting for lowar prices. 
Great care, however, should now be 
taken in the selection- of bonds and 
expert advice should be secured."
